A MINUTE MADE 
BY AIR TURBINE 


Top Exerting Centrifugal Force 
1,000,000 Times That of 
Gravity Developed.

HOLLINS COLLEGE, Va, April 
-3.—The world’s fastest top, spin- 
ning at 500,000 revolutions a min- 
ute and producing a _ centrifugal 
force 1,000,000 times that of grav- 
ity, was explained to the Virginia 
Academy of Science today by Dr. 
Jesse W. Bea professor of 
physics, who developed this ultra- 
centrafuge, as it is cal'ed. 

About four years ago expcri- 
ments were started on small ro- 
tors, or turbines, driven by jets of 
compressed air. With tops of half 
an inch to slightly more than an 
inch in diameter spun on these 
@ir jets, aspeed of about 3500 rev- 
c'utions a second, was obtained. 
When the size was reduced the 
speed was increased to 600,000 
revolutions a minute. 


FAMOUS “LOST”? GOLD MINE 
REPORTED FOUND IN CANADA 


Rush on to Scurvy Creek, County 
From Atlin, B. C., After Indian 
Makes Discovery. 

By the Associated Press. 

ATLIN, B. C., April 23.—A hew 
gold rush is on to the Scurvy Creek 
country where a half breed Indian 
named Smith discovered gold when 
dressing a moose he had shot. It 
is believed a famous '“lost’” mine 
has been re¢located.. Smith said he 
saw the glint of the sun on yel- 
low metal. He and other Indians 
staked out claims and reported the 
find. 

Prospectors flew into the district, 
near the summit between Wolf 
Lake and the upper Liard River. 
They returned here yesterday, say- 
ing prospects were good. . 

The “lost’’ mine was ‘discovered 
in 1874 by John Hamilton of Vic- 
toria, B. C., and five comrades. In 
two weeks they panned $6000 
worth of gold. better than $70 a 
day for each man. [Yood ran low 
and scurvy broke out. Hamilton 
said his companions, including a 
brother of Gen. Stonewall Jackson 
of the Civil War, all died.

The company is incorporated in 
[Illinois for $100,000 and has a bal- 
ance sheet surplus of about $177,- 
000. Its insurance outstanding is 
about $35,000,000. 

At Springfield, lll., Harry 
Hanson, Superintendent of Insyr- 
ance, ‘asked the Attorney-General! 
to petition for a receiver to liqui- 
date the company, basing his re¢ 
quest on the action of the eompa- 
ny’s directors. It could not be 
learned today how the policyhold 
ers will fare in the proposed 
liquidation. 

Richard Chapman, representing 
the Hilinois Insurance Department 
at the company’s offices, said the 
benefits due policy holders are cov- 
ered by reserves deposited with the 
Missouri and Illinois insurance de- 
partments. He said it is usual for 
policies of a company which fails 
to be reinsured in another com- 
pany which also takes over the re- 
serves provided for the policies. 

Suit for a receiver for the com- 
pany was filed in the Circuit Court 
yesterday by James Moran of El 
Paso, Tex., who alleged the com- 
pany has failed to pay him $1190 
cash surrender value of a $5000 
policy. Moran alleged unsatisfied 
claims against the company exceed 
$478.000, including death claims of 
$225,000, cash surrender demands 
and policy loan applications in ex- 
cess of $180,000, judgments’ of 
$6000, Federal income taxes in ex- 
cess Of $5000. various city and 
county taxes of $60,000 and  pre- 
mium income taxes due the State 
of Missouri $2000. \ 

Hearing of Moran's petition is 
set for Thursday. 

Control of the insurance com- 
palyy was acquired fast February 
by a group headed by Fuller and 
efforts were made to obtain new 
capital. The company’s resources 
had been strained by heavy de- 
mands for policy loans and cash 
surrender payments. 

The First National Life Insur- 
ance Co. was consolidated with the 
Mississippi Valley last August.

ADMIT CONDITIONS ' 
ARE DEPLORABLE 


Fiction, Former G. QO. P. 
Chairman, Declares Gov- 
ernment Cannot Enforce 
Police Regulations. | 


WOULD LET DOCTORS 
HANDLE LIQUOR 


Asserts Amendment of Ad- 

‘ministrative Regulations 
Alone Is Necessay for 
Change He Proposes. 


By the Assoviated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Plac- 
ing regulation of liquor sales in the 
hands of physicians was advocated 
yesterday by Cladius H. Huston of 
Tennessee, former chairman of the 
Republican National Committee. 

He said this could be accom- 
plished by “the mere change of a 
few administrative regulations and 
an amendment to the Volstead act 
permitting the manufacture of beer 
for medicinal purposes and liber- 
alizing doctors’ permits.” He 
thought physicians would “gladly 
lend their aid to improving present 
conditions if appealed to from the 
standpoint of public duty.” 

An immediate contradiction of 
this view came, however, from Dr. 
W. C. Woodward of Chicago,’ who 
said physicians were not interested 
in becoming the nation's “bartend- 


ers.”’ 

Hiuston said “honest. drys must 
necessarily admit that the present 
liquor conditions in,this country 
are very deplorable. 

“Honest wets * * * must admit 
that they do not possess sufficient 
strength to repeal existing sumptu- 
ary laws. © © ® 

“It was evidently the thought of 
the drys that the Governmens could 
enforce police regulations in the 
various states where the sentiment 
Was against such enforcement. As 
an advocate of temperance I joined 
in such a view, but this conception 
has turned out to be a fallacy.” 

After amending the administra- 
tive regulations, Huston said “it 
would only be necessary for Con- 
gress to put a provision into the 
revenue bill requiring a stamp tax 
of, say, 25 cents or less per pint 
on “hard” liquor, a like amount 
per quart en wine, and from 2% 
cents to 5 cents per bottle on beer 
produced for medical purposes: 
and then, by resolution to be adopt- 
ed, advise the administration that 
sentiment favors a change in the 
drastic enforcement policy appli- 
cable to doctors.”’ 


Assis{ant Secretary of War Predicts 
Moist Platform.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass.. April 23 
—Predicting that the Republican 
national platform will probably te 
“a bit moist,” and at least urge a 
referendum, Col. F. H. Payne, As- 
sistant Secretary of War, in an ad- 
dress here last night said the 
country was “in a sad condition’ 
as a result of the eighteenth 
amendment,

Wet Calls Dry Referendum Pro- 
posals Insincere,

WASHINGTON, April 23. — Dry 
leaders are charged with insincer- 
ity in statements that they favor a 
constitutional referendum on pro- 
hibition. 

The charge is made by Rufus &. 
Lusk, executive of the Crusaders, 
anti-prohibition organization. 

In a statement last night, large- 
ly in reply to one by F. Scott Mc- 
Bride, superintendent of the Anti- 
Saloon League, Lusk. characterized 
the proposals as attempts to ‘‘stall 
se as long as possible i inevit- 
able.”’ 

The referendum plan e was hit- 
ting at is based on the idea of 
amending the Constitution to pro-e 
vide for popular vote in thé states 
on all future amendments. This. 
Lusk said, might delay a vote on 
prohibition for years. 

“The Crusaders and other repeal 
organizations will not be tricked 
into supporting these round about, 
delaying methods,” he'said. “We 
demand, and we’ shall obtain, an 
opportunity to vote again in a sim- 
ilar manner on the eighteenth 
amendment that the drys secured 
in 1917. ‘What was eight then - 
right now.’

Fight Expected Over Sug-

HONOLULY. April 23.—Two 
prosecution alienists testified to- 
day to their belief that Lieut. 
Thomas H. Massie was sane when 
he held the gun that killed Joseph 
Kahahawai, young native, who al- 
legedly had just confessed partici- 
pating in an attack on Mrs. Thalia 
Massie, wife of the accused naval 


The witnesses were Dr. ~ Paul 
Bowers of Los Angeles, and Dr. 
Robert Faus, city and county phy- 
‘sician. With this testimony the 
prosecution sought to counteract 
that by Dr. Edward Huntington 
Williams and Dr. J. Thomas Or- 
bison, defense alienists who had 
contended Massie suffered from de- 
rangement beginning the instant 
Kahahawai supposedly confessed. 

Dr. Bowers testified he had 
found nothing in the record to 
show that Lieut. Massie was suf- 
fering at any time from the deiir~ 
ium which the defense claims 
overcame him when he fired the 


shot that killed Kahahawal. 


Not Insane Doctor Says. 

With that testimony the Statc 
began its attempt to break down 
the defense contention that Mas- 
sie’s mind suddenly went blank 
when he heard Kahahawal con- 
fess participating in an attack on 
Mrs. Massie. 

He was convinced, he said, that 
Massie was sane when he fired 
the shot. The alienist said there 
wus no record of insanity in Mas.- 
sie’s family and pointed out he had 
attended two military schools 
without showing any lack of men- 
tal capacity. The witness also said 
he had lived in Honolulu without 
showing any abnormality. 

Previously the defense, after 
producing two alienists who testi- 
fied Massie was momentarily de- 
ranged when he stood before the 
native and heard him confess at- 
tacking Mrs. Thalia Massie, wife of 
the naval officer, declined to allow 
prosecution physicians to observe 
Massie. 

White women again predomin- 
ated in the crowd which filled the 
spectators’ seats in the court room. 
Many of Honolulu’s social leaders 
were among them. 

‘As court convened Public Prose- 
cutor Kelley asked that the record 
be made to show the prosecution 
had asked permission to examihe 
Massie and that the defense had 
refused it. Kelley then repeated 
the request and Clarance Darrow, 
head of the defense, arose and 
again refused. 

The prosecution then called Miss 
Mapuana Peters, Kelley’s stenog- 
rapher, for its first rebuttal wit- 
ness. 

Miss Peters. who took down 
statements from some of the de- 


fendants immediately after the 
killing, testified’ Massie said, “I 
have no statement whatever to 


make,” when he had been asked if 
he would answer questions. 
Was Tense All the Time. 

“He was tense, as we all were,”’ 
Miss Peters testified, .‘“*but he 
seemed to know what he was talk- 
ing about.” 

The battle of the alienists then 
started, with Dr. Bowers being 
called to the stand. He testified to 
various experiences with the crim- 
inally ingane and said he was a 
member of the neurological staff of 
a Los Angeles hospital. 

Dr. Catton was not in the court- 
room but at a hotel studying the 
record of the case. 

Mrs. Fartescue appeated even 
more pale then heretofore but 
seemed to have lost most of her 
nervousness. : 


Darrow ‘ successfully objected 
when Ulrich asked Dr. Bowers 
what led him to testify. The vet- 


eran defense attorney also objected 
when Ulrich asked how he went 
about observing a person claiming 
insanity but Judge Davis permitted 
the psychiatrist to answer. 

Dr. Bowers said he usually ex-

R. L. HEDGES, 63, DIES; 
ONCE OWNED BROWNS 


Sold Team for $425,000 
1915—Succumbs to Lung 
Disease.

Robert Lee Hedges, former own- 
er of the St. Louis Browns, died at 
Barnes Hospital today from a ma- 
lignant growth of the lung. He 
was 63 yéars old and resided at 
4540 Lindell boulevard The base- 
ball team made a small fortune for 
him, 

Mr. Hedges had been ill for about 
15 months and went to Santa Fe, 
N. M.. for his health six months 
ago. Upon his return a week ago 
he entered the hospital. 

Born at Hickman Millis, Mo., near 
Kansas City, Mr. Hedges’ first oc- 
cupation was as clerk for the Re- 
corder of Deeds in Kansas City. At 
25 he entered the buggy manufac- 
turing business, going to Cincinnati. 
There he became a friend of the 
late Ban Johnson, organizer of the 
American League, baseball's young- 
est circuit. — 

As a result of this frierfdship he 
bought the new league's Milwaukce 
franchise for $35,000, late in 190}, 
and the franchise was transferred 
to St. Louis. The Browns were 
capitalized at $50.000 originally and 
the capital was increased only to 
$80,000 under Mr, Hedges, but the 
increment of value was great. Late 
in 1915 Mr. Hedges sold the club 
to Phil De C. Ball, the present own- 
er, getting $425,000 for his stock. 

The Browns had their best play- 
ing season under the Hedges own- 
ership in 1902, when they finished 
second in the league. 

Mr. Hedges is survived by his 
widow, who was Miss Pauline Da- 
vis of Cineinnati. and son, Robert 
Lee Hedges Jr., manager of the Ho- 
tel Jefferson branch of Mark C. 
Steinbérg & Co., stock brokers.

Named by the witnesses as par- 
ticipants in pool formed to specu- 
late in Anaconda mining’ stock 
were Raskob, Willlant F. Kenny, 
M. J. Meehan, F. J. Fisher, Percy 
Rockefeller, W. C. Durant and 
Smith and Bragg. The pool bought 
190,000 shares of Anaconda when 
it was selling at $170 a share, and, 
according to the testimony, took a 
loss on the transaction. 

Kenny is the New York banker 
and contractor, associated with 
Tammany, who contributed heavily 
to the Al Smith campaign. He is 
an intimate friend of both Smith 
and Raskob. 

Meehan is the head of the promi- 
nent New York brokerage howse 
of M. J. Meehan & Co., and Fisher 
and Durant are the automobile 
men.

INTO KREUGER CRASH 


Security Holders’ Protective 
Committee Formed, With 
Untermyer as Counsel. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, april 23.—The in- 
ternational inquiry being conduct- 
ed into the Kreuger debacie took 
a new turn yesterday when forma- 
(tion was.announcei of an_  inde- 
pendent protective committee of 
security holders of Kreuger & Toll 
Co. and ‘*nternationa: Match Cor- 
poration. 

Samuel Untermyer anc Siegfried 
F. Hartman have been retcined as 
counsel. 

In its statement, the new com- 
mittee questions wheth.r banking 
houses which anderwrote the 
Kreuger_& Toll secured sinking 
fund debentures and oth secu- 
rity issues are best suited to rep- 
resent the security holders in in- 
vestigations. The committee cited 
portions” in the assets of the Kreu- 
“Manipulations of gigantic Pro- 
ger & Toll Co., and added that 
“the action of the illustrious bank- 
ing houses that offered these de- 
bentures for public subscription 
under a most extraordinary trust 
‘'agreement” will “require careful 
scrutiny.”’ 

Colb} Heads Committee. 

Heading the new committee is 
Bainbridge Colby, formerly Secre- 
tary of State in President Wilson's 
Cabinet. Other members are Max 
Winkler, president of the Ameri- 
can Council of Foreign Bondhold- 
ers: Thomas H. Healy of the 
Georgetown School of Foreign 
Service; Denys P. Myers, director 
of res@arch of the World Peace 
Foundation, and Lintsay Rogers, 
professor of public law of Colum- 
bia University. 

Hartman said that members of 
the committee already had re- 
ceived requests from many holders 
of Kreuger & Toll and Interna- 
tional Match securities to conduct 
an independent investigation. A 
sizeable percentage of ‘these re- 
quests, he said, had come from 
Europe. « 

In a formal statement the com- 
mittee announced that it would

“There are over 30,000 holders 
of the secured debentures alone,” 
the statement set forth, “and even 
greater numbers of the holders of 
the other issues. which have been 
distributed among vast numbers of 
persons of moderate means. 

Shrinkage of Collateral. 

“Based upon market quotations 
where available and otherwise on 
conservative estimates, it appears 
that the value of the _ securities 
originally deposited as cpeliateral 
under the secured debentures was 
$55,210,000. 

“If no substitution had been 

made of the original collateral, such 
collateral would today be worth ap- 
proximately $36,400,000. On the 
other hand, the value today of the 
substituted collateral is approxi- 
mately $12,000,000. In other words 
based upon the value of the col- 
lateral, the debentures would be 
worth approximately 74 today if the 
original collateral had not been 
taken out. The vast difference be- 
tween the present value of the ore, 
iginal and the substituted collateral 
shows conclusively that this tremen- 
dous shrinkage is not the result of 
the current depression.”

Danforth on Short Side When Mar- 
ket Crashed in 1929.

NEW YORK, April 23.—William 
Danforth, who has been called by 
‘the Senate Finance Committee as 
another leading witness on short 
selling, is known in Wall street as 


one of the few original 1929 bears. 
Danforth, who stands well over 
six feet and is in his early forties, 
is typical of the popular idea @f a 
Down East Yankee. He is reserved 
and seldom talks about his market 
operations. He keeps away from 
the spotlight of publicity and is 
known in stock market circles as a 
man who plays his own hand in 
the business of stock speculation. 
Danforth reputedly went short of 
stocks in 1929 before the market 
collapse. Only a few speclators on 
the short side at that time survived 
the last wild upward rush of stock 
prices to reap a profit. But the 
harvest that Danforth reaped 
mounted high, his associates say. 
For nearly 18 months after the 
October break, he still clung to the 
belicf that prices were too high. 
In April of 1931 Danforth re- 
versed his judgment. He told his 
friends that any md@n selling stock 
short at that level was likely to be 
wiped’out.

VIDENCES are clearly at hand that

lonian, Persian, Grecian, Roman and

in recorded history are 
the organism of our 
present American civilization. Spengler 
‘truly observed that “machine technics 
will end with the Faustian civilization 
and one day will lie in fragments, for- 
cotten—our railways and steamships as 
dead as-the Roman roads and the Chi- 
nese wall, our giant cities and skyscrap- 
ers in ruins like old Memphis and Baby- 
lon.’ Ages hence, some restless Soviet 
or Persian explorers will fly in atomic- 
propelled radioplanes over the silent 
ruins of New York and Chicago and St. 
Louis and San Francisco, and ponder the 
follics which caused their desolation— 
their vanishment from the ken of hu- 
manity. 

Although ridiculing the Soviet’s five- 
year plans for the genesis of a new world 
civilization, we are utterly oblivious to 
the steady decline of culture and spir- 
ituality in this country, to the rise of 
economic tyrants, sumptuary hypocrites 
and general liquidation of the American 
social structure. However, the day of 
reckoning, such a one as overcame Nero 
and Belshazzar, even as they sang and 
feasted, rapidly approaches for our mod- 
ern Babylon. Upon a recent visit to 
America, the great world-affairs student 
and publicist, H. G. Wells, remarked con- 
cerning the possibility of extinction for 
America’s civilization: “It is not a possi- 
bility, but a probability. And it will come 
much faster than the fall of any other 
civilization. The Roman and Grecian em- 
pires were closer to the ground, central- 
ized and integrated. The collapse of this 
tremendous crazy edifice of America’s 
will be terrible and swift.”’

“Water Department had made a large sur- 
plus from its operations. I have taken 
the trouble to check water rates that my 
friends living in Webster Groves are 
paying, where the city furnishes the 
citizens with water which it buys from 
the county water company, and in Rich- 
mond Héights, where water is furnished 
direct by the water company. 

1 owas surprised to find how much 
higher water rates are in Kirkwood than 
in theso neighboring towns. Last quarter 
I used 1900 cubic feet,-or between 4000 
and 5000 gallons per month, which is 
not a large usage, as I have a small place 
and am careful in my use of water, and 
my bill was $7.71. For the same amount 
of water, my friend in Webster Groves 
would have paid $5.70, while my friend 
~ Richmond Heights would have paid 

40. , 
They tell us here in Kirkwood we get 
our fire plugs free, but .so do they in 
Webster Groves. I pay $3.31 per quarter, 
or at the rate of $13.24 per year, more 
for water than my friend in Richmond 
‘Heights, which is a lot, it seéms to me, 
to have to pay for fire plugs. 
- In these hard times, when we are all 
struggling to keep our heads above water, 
our water rates ought to be reduced, in- 
stead of the city laying up money in the 
hank..

One by one the prohibition leaders assent to the 
principle that the people are entitled to the right of 
referendum upon this great issue. 

F. Scott McBride, superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League, is the latest to do so. Looking at it from 
the point of view of his bread and butter, he frames 
his assent in a weird explanation of how we must 
go about it to enjoy his acquiescence.

It is the reduced national economy that has 
brought about this amazing transformation. Only 
four years ago the Republicans were glad to exploit 
prohibition, but now no political party cares to as- 
sume this load in the national elections. 

No political party cares to advocate that we con- 
tinue to have just as much liquor as we ever had, 
and just as many. speakeasies as there were saloons, 
and that the profits of this great industry go into 
private pockets without one cent of tribute to govern- 
ment either in the nation or the states. 

A proper tax upon liquor would pay from one- 
fourth to one-third the expenses of the National Gov- 
ernment. The Federal budget needs to be balanced. 
Taxes of every sort and kind are proposed. The peo- 
ple want to go back to rationalism in the matter of 
liquor.

Illinois’ ratification of the proposed amendment to 
abolish the antiquated short session of Congress 
brings to 10 the number of states which have reg- 
istered approval thus far.

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COUNT CZERNIN’S WARNINGS. 
If Count Czernin, who died in Vienna recently, 


Yhad had his way while Austro-Hungary’s Foreign 


Minister, world history might have been considerably 
different. The United States might have taken no 
active part in the World War, and the Hohenzol- 
lerns and Hapsburgs might have reigned a while 
longer. Early in 1917 Czernin recognized the hope- 
less position of the Central Powers and sought by 
every possible means to negotiate peace. His efforts 
were balked by the German military party and the 
Pan-Germans, who clung to their dream of conquest 
and wanted to fight on. “Every way to get out of the 
war was tried by us,’ Czernin said later, “excepting 
war with Germany.” 

A few days after America entered the war, Czernin 
in a letter to Emperor Charles issued a solemn warn- 
ing that proved of prophetic truth. Citing the fate 
that had overtaken the Czar, he predicted similar 
overturns in Germany and Austria unless the war 
ceased. “It is no use replying that the firm roots of 
monarchical ideas in Berlin and Vienna preclude such 
an event,” he wrote. “The war has opened a new 
era of world history; it has had no precedents and no 
prologue.” He discounted the German militarists’ en- 
thusiasm for unrestricted submarine warfare as a 
means to victory, and urged Zermany to return Al- 
sace-Lorraine to France as the price of an honorable 
_peace. President Wilson found Czernin an eager ally 
in his.efforts at negotiation, and the Austrian went 
far toward meeting Wilson’s 14 points. But Junk- 
erdom refused to heed Czernin’s warnings to turn 
back, and hurtled on to its Own destruction.

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THE NEW BRITISH EMPIRE. 

The gathering of delegations from the British and 
Canadian parliaments in Bermuda, as guests of the 
island colony’s venerable law-making body, presages 
another imperial conference to be held in Ottawa 
this summer, the first such meeting in six years. 
The lion which attends the coming sessions will see 
an empire far different legally from that which 
he last looked upon. The Statute of Westminster 
has been enacted meanwhile, That the actual statug 
of the dominions changed radically following the 
war was apparent to all observers of world affairs, 
but not until the instrument was approved by the 
British Parliament did the Crown take official no- 
tice of it. Now there exists, legally as well as in 
the world of international relations, ‘The New Brit- 
ish Empire,” as Dr. W. Y. Elliott has named his book 
on the subject. Family ties and historical connec: 
tions notwithstanding, the mother Parliament is no 
longer the ultimate authority. The grant to the 
dominions of the right to make their own laws con- 
cerning extra-territoriality is an open admission of 
separate statehood. In the light of the rush of truly 


important events in our time, this change may not 


history will not fail to note the political transforma: 
tion of one of the greatest empires in history. 
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THE AMERICAN HABIT OF CHANGE. = 

Frank Tate has suggested that widened Market 
street be named Woodrow Wilson boulevard. The 
suggestion reminds one of the way American people 
have of changing everything as the country fills 
with population and the cities grow. We have been, 
in the past at least, in a fever to tear down old struc- 
tures and rename places and streets and roads, thus 
wiping out every vestige of historic buildings and 
nomenclature. It is due, of course, to the growth of 
population in a new country, and the pioneer spirit. 

We agree with Mr. Tate that Woodrow Wilson was 
great enough and had sufficient distincgion, ability 
and achievement in critical times to deserve recog- 
nition; and his generous offer to contribute to a 
memorial statue should be accepted. We believe it 
would have been wise, however, to have retained 
old names of streets, and as many historic buildings 
as possible, to distingufsh the origin of St. Louis, 
which was French. Although the Spanish held St. 
Louis for a short period, the French settlers predom- 
inated until the city came under American rule. 

The marks of French origin and rule have prac- 
tically disappeared in the central portion ,of the city. 
For instance, Market street—a name common to near- 
ly every city, but without special application to our 
Market street—was’ named by the French Rue de la 
Tour, certainly a much more attractive and character- 
istic name than the commonplace Market. Walnut 
street, which is also duplicated {In nearly every city, 
was Rue Bonhomme, because it was the road to Bon- 
homme settlement. Main street, a name which has 
become famous as the principal thoroughfare of small 
towns and has a savor of provincialism through Sin- 
clair Lewis’ novel of the same title, was called Rue 
Royale. How much better to have a Rue Royale, 
although it smacks of old-time royalty, than the pro- 
saic name of Main street. Second street was Rue de 
l’Eglise, distinguished by the old Catholic cathedral, 
which still stands. Third street, marking the rear of 
residences on the fringe of the old city, and therefore 
lined with barns, was known as the Rue des Granges. 

We still have a few streets retaining the old French 
names, or which have been given French names, but 
so sadly changed in pronunciation that one hardly 
knows them. For instance, St. Ange, named after a 
French Governor, usually, of course, mispronounced. 
Chouteau, through the medium of the street car con- 
ductor’s call, is generally “Shoto.” De Baliviere, 
named after an old French family, is “Bolivar.” 
Probably, after these streets have been widened or 
changed, the last traces will disappear. 

Of the historic buildings, we still! have the old 
Catholic cathedral, an excellent example of the archi- 
tecture of its time, and the old courthouse, an exam- 
ple of good architecture. The wise conservatism of 
our Catholic citizens has preserved the one; and the 
numerous protests against its destruction, voiced by 
the Post-Dispatch and popular organizations, has pre- 
served the other, though its life is still in danger. 
Passing waves of feeling cause changes. During 
the war with Germany, German names were largely 
wiped out. Von Versen became Enright. Berlin be- 
came Pershing. Now that we are friendly again with 
Germany, there is no reason why the old German 
names, signifying the influence of a large German 
element in our citizenship, should remain obliterated. 

i Orteans has had the wisdom to retain the 
flavor of its origin and the Colonial days, by keeping 
the characteristic early names. St. Louis has ignored 
this sensible course. There are plenty of new, broad 
thoroughfares with which to honor distinguished lead- 
ers or families. Let us retain the old historic build- 
tags and names we have, They become of increasing 
historic interest as time goes on. 
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STRANGE CAREER OF HENRY PU-YI. 

In an article by Nora Waln in the Atlantic Month- 
ly, written at the time of the Japanese thrust into 
Manchuria, the following 
Henry Pu-Yi, last of the Manchus and former buy

I found that he (Pu-Yi) and his wife are much 
perturbed by callers who are usipg every pos- 
sible means of persuasion and pressure to force 
him to be crowned Emperor of, Manchuria. The 
ex-Emperor has sold his ivories and disposed of 
the house in the Japanese concession which was 
provided for him as a sanctuary when Feng Yu- 
hsiang drove him out of the palace in the For- 
bidden City. He realized $25,000 and gave the 
money to flood relief, but now he and his wife 
have nowhere to go. They have written and tel- 
egraphed to both the President at Nanking and 
Chang Hsueh-liang at Peking, asserting their 
loyalty and &sking for sanctuary, but have had 
no reply. | . 

Later: 


The ex-Emperor never received from the Na- 
tional Government any reply to his request for a 
sanctuary. He has now been taken away under 
a Japanese escort. But he has sworn a pact with 
his wife to commit suicide before he will consent 
to be King of Manchuria. 


Three months after this was written, Pu-Yi be 
came ruler of Manchuria, with the title of Dictator, 
under the auspices of the Japanese Government. 
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A TACTICAL. ERROR. 

When Editor Chapple of Ashland, Wis., in his ad- 
dress before the D. A. R., cited his own State and its 
leading men as examples of the Horrors of radicalism, 
he made a tactical error.

Causes of the Present Depression 


World production and distribution have been deranged by huge cost of war, great 
losses in speculation and mounting governmental costs; tariff mcreases have cut 
off large share of foreign trade, aggravating unemployment; writer predicts activi- 
tics will be resumed as prices fall, and, with prudent policies, prosperity will return. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WARN the reader that it is difficult 
| for one who has spent many hours of 

arduous labor in trying to master the 
complicated facts which constitute the eco- 
nomic history of a country, to explain to 
another all of the perplexities through 
which he has passed; but I shall attempt 
to do so as briefly as I can. 

The prosperity of a community depends 
upon the ease with which it produces and 
distributes the various articles of which 
it has need. If either of these factors of 
prosperity be disturbed, confusion and trou- 
ple must follow. In the present instance, 
both have been greatly deranged by the 
extraordinary series of events with which 
everybody is familiar. The war cost bil- 
lions; the community lost other billions in 
imprudent foreign loans; billions have been 
lost in speculation; heavy taxes have con- 
sumed a greater part of the earnings of 
the nation than ever before in its history; 
taxes levied by all the governments—state, 
Federal and municipal—are now several 
times greater than they were before the 
war and exact from the actual output of 
goods no less than 25 per cent of the to- 
tal. These losses have fallen upon the 
spending power of the people at large. 
Where a family must pay $400 a year be- 
fore it can eat, it will have $400 a year 
less for its living expenses. 

During the exigencies of the war, the pro- 
ductive capacity of the nation was vastly 
increased by the demand for munitions and 
gcods of all sorts, At the same time, people 
who had made money and earned high 
wages became very extravagant. Since the 
war, as I have said, a great deal of the 
wealth accumulated during this period of 
activity hds been wasted. The average in- 
come is not only reduced by reason of these 
facts but by the decline in the earnings of 
ali corporations. The U. S. Steel Corpo- 
ration, the Pennsylvania Railroad Co. and 
many others o. the oldest and most stable 
enterprises in the country have ceased to 
pay, their stockholders have not received 
their customary dividends and therefore can 
buy less. Many men are out of work, and 
they. cannot buy. 


Production and distribution are so inter- 
rélated that if goods produced cannot for 
any reason be disposed of, factories must 
shut down and fewer goods be produced. 
As a result, in the course of time it trans- 
pires that a community ts producing fewer 
goods than formerly, not because it cannot 
produce them, but because it cannot sell 
them at the current prices. ; 

Besides these factors of disaster, per- 
haps of even greater significance was the 
great rise ih our customs duties, whici. had 
the effect of cutting off billions of our ex- 
ports. I mean that where goods sent 
abroad cannet be paid fom in other goods 
because the other goods cannot be import- 
ed, the American markets for goods must 
be diminished correspondingly. The tariff 
has reduced exports not less than three bil- 
lion dollars a year, and the men employed in 
the production of goods formerly exported 
have losttheir jobs. | 

The sum of these considerations is this: 
It is very much harder .» find a market 
for goods than formerly, notwithstanding 
the decline in prices. We have fewer goods 
to go round, not because wé cannot pro- 


duce them, but because we cannot find a 
market for them. So I account for the 
present depression. 

I ought not to conclude without an at- 
tempt to show how the prosperity of busi- 
ness is festored. Business is essentially very 
simple. It concerns itself with the ex- 
change of goods and services for goods and 
services. We are a co-operative community 
and mutually dependent. Where we cannot 
buy, another cafinot sell, What one cannot 
sell, he does not produce. Prices, however, 
are declining and have declined 20 per cent, 
The result is that the purchasing power of 
the average ineome of the nation is grad- 
ually increasing—not in the money in which 
values are measured, but in the commod- 
ities it will buy, and as in the course of time 
a small income will buy move as prices 
decline, more will be spent; the demand 
for goods will increase; the factories will 
be put at work, men will again be engaged 
and receive wages and so become spenders,

A prominent official of a great railroad 
system told me that the lowest point 
reached by his road in time of depression 
was in 1878, 13 years after the Civil War. 
Fourteen years have passed since the World 


War, and he said that he felt confident 


that this year would result in a gradual in- 
crease in the earning power of the system. 
There is something in what he says, al- 
though the past is never precisely like the 
present. I incline to think that as the 
waste of the war and the indiscretions that 
followed were gréater than ever before, a 
longer rather than a shorter period will 
elapse before we can expect the restoration 
of genuine prosperity. 

I intend to write reassuringly and not 
depressingly, for I know, as every man fa- 
miliar with our economic history knows, 
that we shall emerge from the present de- 
pression and again enjoy a period of ex- 
uberant prosperity. Just when, it is diffi- 
cult to prophesy. The best we can do is 
to carry On and live prudently. Many peo- 
ple are doing so. The savings of the ra- 
tion are gradually increasing; prices are 
still falling; the cost of living is less and 
incomes go farther than férmerly, If the 
gecvernments would relax the revenue laws 
and waste less; prosperity would return very 
much more quickly. The effect of the re- 
peal of all duties upon goods after the 
Napoleonic wars was immediately to bring 
on a period of exuberant prosperity.

Folger Shakspearean Library Dedi- 


cated in Washington.

WASHINGTON, April 23. — The 
Folger Shakspearean Library was 
dedicated here today. President 


and Mrs. Hoover headed the group 
invited to the exercises by trustees 
of Amherst College who, under the 
will of the late Henry Clay Folger, 
Standard Oil magnate and Shaks- 
pearcan scholar, will have perpet- 
ual charge of his enormously val- 
uable collection of the works of 
Shakspeare and other Elizabeth- 
ans. 

The library, considered to be one 
of the finest smal! structures in the 
capital, conforms to no set style of 
architecture, but hamonizes with 
Washington's new Federal build- 
ings. The exterior is plain, 
the walls marked simply with 
carved quotations and bas- 
relief scenes from Shakspeare’s 
plays. Inside it is pure Tu- 
dor, even to an Elizabethan thea- 
ter which presents the’ simplicity 
of the stage in that day. 

In one corner is a study which 
Folger had had designed for his 
own use. He died in June, 1930, 
just two weeks after the corner- 
stene was laid. 

The collection of books, assem- 
bled by Folger and his wife in 59 
years of patient work, includes 20,- 
000 volumes of Shakspeare alone, 
all of them first editions or vol- 
umes with “association” value. @A 
collected first folio in this group 
has been valued at $100,000. 

In addition thére are 75,000 
books of Elizabethan writers, vol- 
umes On Shakspeare, and many art 
objects. 

Folger left a $10,000 fund for its 
maintenance, the building and the 
site having cost $2,000,000.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 23.— 
The Democratic State conveftion 
yestertay adovted what leaders 
termed a “dripping wet platform.’ 

Prohibition receivel more space 
in the platform than any other sub- 
ject. 

The plank says in part: 

“The eighteenth amendment to 
the Constitution of the United 
States and all laws passed pursuant 
to it should be repealed. In this 
connection we affirm our profound 
belief that: 

“Such repeal will materially im- 
prove our economic conditions and 
restore those moral standard of 
which we, as a nation, had just 
reason to Le proud of before the 
‘noble experiment’ began. 

“Pending the repeal of the eigh- 
teenth amendment we demand such 
modifications of the Volstead act as 
will bring immediate relief from its 
oppressive effects. 

For State Regulation. 

“We believe that the States 
should control and regulate the 
manufacture and sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, reserving to the Federal 
Government the right to regulate in 
proper cases the transportation of 
it. 

“We believe that the legalized 
liquor industry and commerce 
should become a substantial source 
of revenue for the State and Fed- 
eral Government. 

“We are definitely committed to 
the proposition that the _ Illinois 
search and seizure law should be 
repealed without delay and that 
necessary measures should be en- 
acted for state regulation of the 
liquor traffic to be operative when- 
ever Federal prohibition shall be 
abated.” 

On utiilties, the platform said: 

“We favor home rule for the 
cities and counties desiring it. 
Traction companies operating with- 
in the boundaries of any city 
should be entirely under the con- 
trol of that municipality and all 
other public utilities should be sub- 
ject to local regulation consistcnt 
with the good interest of the other 
municipalities served by them.”

CONSIDERING TAX 
UN COUNTY GAS C0. 


This or Further Cut in Rates by 
May Be Sought by Uni- 
versity City. 


An analysis of the report of the 
St. Louis County Gas Co. to the 
Public Service Commission for 
1931, which shows that the com- 
Pany earned slightly more than 10 
per cent on its book value, is 
under consideration by the Ways 
and Means Committee of the Uni- 
versity City Board of Aldermen 
with a view of seeking further re- 
duction in gas rates or assessing a 
city tax on the gross revenues of 
the company. 

The analysis was prepared by 
Joseph H. Grand before his resig- 
nation as City Attorney last Wed- 
nesday and is the first step in a 
general investigation by the.com- 
mittee of the various public utili- 
ties operating in University City 
with reference to their earnings 
and the revenue derived from them 
oy the city. 

Discussing the proposition of 
taxing the utility, the report says, 
“Approximately two-thirds of the 
revenue Of the city is derived froin 
real estate taxes. Our tax rate has 
remained stationary ever since a 
reduction was made in 1226. Nev- 
ertheless, with the real _ estate 
market stagnant it seems to me 
that the burden of taxation on real 
estate ought to be lightened. If a 
tax should be assessed by every 
incorporated community in St. 
Louis County on the gross rev- 
enues of the utilities, the result 
all around would be exceedingly 
fair, since the moneys thus de- 
rived would naturally depend upon 
the number of people within tHe 
respective cities, the volume/ of 
sales and the amount of money 
received by the utilities from the 
respective municipalities’. 

Taxes paid by a public utility 
come out of rates collected from 
consumers. They are added to op- 
erating expenses above which the 
utility is entitled to earn a reason- 
able return. 

The only rig ame received by 
University City from the gas com- 
pany in 1931 was a personal prop- 
erty tax of $280.58, the report 
states.

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MRS. NAIDU, DISCIPLE

Sentenced for Violating Order 
Against Going to Indian

BOMBAY, April 23.—Mrs. Saro- 
jini Naidu, disciple of Mahatma 
Gandhi and one of the most promi- 
nent persons in his civil disobedi- 
ence movement, was sentenced to 
serve a year in prison today. Mrs. 
Naidu, 53 years old, poet, orator 
and philosopher, was arrested yes- 
terday for disobeying an order not 
to attend the Nationalist Congress 
scheduled to open at New Delhi to- 
morrow. Several hundred others 
delegates to the Congress were ar- 
rested in various parts of India yes- 


terday. 

Mrs. Naidu’s trial was the short- 
est ever held in Bombay. It lasted 
10 minutes, 


“Do you plead guilty or not 
guilty?” asked the Magistrate. 
“I’ve nothing to say,” replied 
Mrs. Naidu. 

“You left Bombay in defiance of 
the Government’s order, did you 
not?’’ demanded the Magistrate. 

“T tried to, but the police caught 
me,” said Mrs. Naidu, smiling. The 
crowd in the court room broke into 
laughter. 

The Magistrate said that in view 
of Mrs. Naidu’s poor health he 
would sentence her to only one year 
of simple imprisonment, although 
her offense deserved a longer sen- 
tence at hard labor. Mrs. Naidu 
accepted the sentence with indiffer- 
ence, beaming on the Magistrate 
and‘hose around her.

The pro;rram for obtaining funds 
for duck refuges and breeding 
grounds in the United States would 
require every hunter to go to the 
postoffice and purchase a special 
stamp which would go on his regu- 
lar state hunting license in case 
he wanted to hunt waterfowl. 

The following telegram from 
President Hoover was read at the 
banquet: “Plea‘e extend my cor- 
dial greetings to those gathered at 
the annual banquet of the Izaak 
Walton League of America and 
express my regrets that I can not 
share with them the evening of 
comradeship in reminiscence of 
joyous hours with rod and gun and 
in their planning further develop- 
ments.” 

Senator Hawes said he favored 
limiting the open season for wat- 
erfowl to either 45 or 60 days, 
between Oct. 1 and Jan. 1, with 
a bag limit of 15. Spring shooting, 
he said, should be prohibited. 

“One million dollars should be 
annually applied by the Federal 
Government to the purchase of 
sanctuaries, rest places, and breed- 
ing grounds for migratory birds.” 
he asserted. “Two hundred fifty 
thousand dollars should be ap- 
plied for Federal enforcement. A 
like sum should be applied for 
administration, including experi- 
mentation, extermination of preda- 
tors, study of diseases, record of 
kill, publication and experimental 
game farm.”’

DECATHLON AT 
KANSAS RELAYS

LAWRENCE, Kan., April 23.— 
James A. Bausch, national penta- 
thlon champion and Olympic candi- 
date, scored a total of 3022.4025 
points to win the Missouri Valley 
A. A. U. decathlon today from five 
other competitors. The record was 
only 30.8885 under the accepted 
world’s record held by Paavo Yrjo- 
la of Finland, 

The superb performance of the 
former University of Kansas athlete 
bettered his own Missouri Valley 
A. A. U. record. The final events 
were held between intermittent 
showers on a soggy field and slop- 


py track. 

Bausch’s former Missouri Valley 
record, made at the 1931 University 
of Kansas relays, was 7846.2205. 
Yrjola's world mark, set at the 
1928 Olympics, is 8053.290. 

Running on a rain-soaked track 
between heavy showers, Capt. 
George Saling of the University of 
Iowa track team equalled the meet 
record for the 120-yard high 
hurdles, 14.6 seconds, in a prelim- 
inary heat.

ket (we cursed it from all other 
angles), it was as good when shown 
to the public as when made. And, 
woe to me, it is still good. 

I believe that the life of a joke 
seldom exceeds 14 days, with news- 
papers and magazines printing best 
lines and the screen and the radio 
broadcasting jokes to the entire 
world at one dash of a _ sound 
wave. 

But jokes do live. You - atill 
hear Al Herman’s line about how 
to divide three apples evenly 
among four persons (the answer is 
to make applesauce), although he 
uttered it some 20 years ago. 

The gag is the most important 
item in this laugh business. So 
vital is it that many men make a 
living by writing them. On screen 
or stage, these gags must be taken 
by the comedian and interpreted to 
suit his own personality and styic. 

It might be interesting to know 
the origin of gas-writing: More 
than 30 years ago, the first gag 
ever sold on Broadway was taken 
from a play about to fail. In it 
was ole big laugh, the famous line 
Philadelphia 
being mistaken for a Confederate 
soldier and shot. lew had heard it 
—that was tho reason the play was 
folding—so a vaudeville comedian 
paid the play producers $500 for 
exclusive use of the gag. Today it 
still sees use in its original form 
and the varied angle of a town be- 
ing so quiet that a man dropped 
dead in front of the postoffice an4 
was not found for three days. 

“IT want to register a complaint,” 
Groucho grumbles. “Do you know 
who sneaked into my stateroom at 
3 o’clock this morning?’”’ 

“Who did that?’ the ship captain 
demands. 

“Nobody—and that’s my com- 
plaint.” 


The same rule that good story 
construction builds toward peaks is 
applicable to gag patter. Let an 


audience laugh and think a joke is 
washed up and then suddenly place 
another crack on top of it, as a 
part of the whole.

B weaknesses of humanity, we get 

sure laughs which is what 
George Ade did when he told of a 
suit of clothes which the tailor said 
he could never wear out. “When I 
put it on, I didn’t dare to,” he re- 
marked. 

Likewise there is more human- 
ness than nonsense to the remark, 
“All right, if you’re going to kill 
me, hurry up;.1 have to take my 
tonic at 2.’’ 

Pure witticism has only a rare 
place in stage or screen humor, Bill 
Nye once created a laugh panic 
with his classic wire, “My friends 
and money gave out at 8 a. m.,” but 
I am not so sure that this would 
get a laugh in films. 


Satire, likewise, can be used but 
once or twice in a show or a pic- 
ture. We might burlesque trite and 
serious phrases a couple of times, 
such as “‘Now he’s got more women 
than you could shake a stick at, if 
that’s your ideaof a good time,” or

“I’m going back into the closet 
where men are empty overcoats,” 
but too much would be just that. 

Careful use also must be made of 
the slips of tongue. 

By such humor I mean that place 
in our recent film where, in a love 
scene, Groucho gurgled to Thelma 
Todd, ‘‘Why can't we break away 
from this, just you and I, and lodge 
with my fleas in the hills, I mean, 
flee to my lodge in the hills.” 

Naturally everyone likes to see a 
rap taken at someone of dignity or 
a fellow who imagines himself un- 
conquerable, especially jwhen the 
comedian doesn’t know of the 
other’s real character (it adds sus- 
pense), So they laughed when the 
tough gangster is told: “Don’t he 
discouraged. With a little study, 
you'll go a long way, and I wish 
you'd start now.” 

For the same reason, the world 
likes to laugh at those so-called en- 
emies of “life and happiness,” the 
speed cop, dentist or income tax 
collector. 

For ourselves, we Marx brothers 
use plenty of pure and simple non- 
sense. We long ago learned not to 
be sane, 

For what seeming sense is there 
in Groucho’s speech when, in an- 


swer to an assertion that he can’t 
stay in a closet, he orates: “Oh, I 
can’t, can’t I? That’s what they 
said to Thomas Edison, mighty in- 
ventor; Thomas Lindbergh, mighty 
flyer, and Thomas Shefsky, mighty 
lak’ a rose. Just remember that if 
there weren’t any closets, there 
wouldn’t be any hooks and if there 
weren't any hooks, there wouldn't 
be any fish and that would suit 
me fine.” 

But still 
laugh? 

All I know is that those who deal 
in laughs have people beating 
paths to their doors (it’s all wrong 
about that mouse-trap manufac- 
turer). Al Jolson took only five 
vocal lessons in his life; Caruso 
studied a life-time. Caruso made 
them -cry—Jolson makes them 
laugh. So Al topped Caruso in fi- 
nancial returns. 

The best-selling phonograph rec- 
ords and sheet music are comedy 
numbers. Broadway long-run rec- 
ords are held by this type. News. 
papers devote great sections to 
comics and Andy Gump is better 
known even than Little Eva. They 
used to crack jokes about the 
Ford, but they bought them. 

I do know that all the world 
wants to laugh and that while we 
honor, revere and admire great 
statesmen, soldiers and men of let- 
ters, we love the man who makes 
us laugh. Look at Mark Twain! 

And I have been told that Abra- 
ham Lincoln read Artemus Ward 
to his Cabinet before reading his 
famous emancipation proclamation. 

Now you give the answer. 

I'll take a leaf from George M. 
Cohan, who said “always leave 
them laughing at the end,” and 
tell a little yarn. It also shows that 
comedy often is close to tragedy 
and that real life events frequent- 
ly are far more humorous than 
those we fictionize. 


T happened in 1918 when the 

Four Marx Brothers were play- 

ing a thing called “Mr. Green's 
Reception.” We opened in Battle 
Creek, Mich., to four persons in a 
house seating close to 3000. 

The flu epidemic had struck and 
soldiers could not leave their 
camps. We wanted to end our tour 
but had signed contracts with the- 
aters, who might sue. Sickness on 
a part of one of us would be an 
out. So we chose Harpo and ap- 
pendicitis. A doctor was called. 

In our little-hotel room, the phy- 
sician looked on while Harpo gave 
the greatest impersonation of his 
life. He groaned, writhed and 
gasped, Then a great truth dawned 
on us and, in spite of the tragedy 
of the thing, we had to roar with 
laughter.
